Under the terms of the agreement, 
the American Express Card will be- 
come the official card for Walt Disney 
World, Disneyland, and EPCOT 
Center. The American Express 
Travelers Cheques will become the 
official Travelers Cheque for Walt 
Disney World and EPCOT Center. A 
unique American Express Travel 
Service office featuring a com- 
puterized communication system 
and services for travelers from all 
over the world will also be located in 
the Future World Mall at EPCOT 
Center. 

American Express will also co- 
sponsor “The American Adventure” 
pavilion which tells the story of our 
American spirit and the role it has 
played in sustaining our nation for 
over 200 years. The pavilion will 
utilize three-dimensional sets, 70mm 
film, special effects, and a spectacu- 
lar finale featuring a life-size torch of 
the Statue of Liberty, with Benjamin 
Franklin and Mark Twain joining in 
to talk about America’s future.

$4,738,000 domestic box office gross 
with 830 out of 891 theatres reporting 
the first three day's business. It is an 
all-time record for Walt Disney Pro- 
ductions.

At the National Theatre in New 
York City a three-day figure of

Mann's Chinese hit a three-day gross 
of $36,923 and Plitt’s Century City re- 
ported a $31,668 for the same open- 
ing span.
